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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-24 are pending in the application. 

Priority 

1 . When a non-provisional application is entitled to an earlier U.S. effective filing 
date of one or more provisional applications under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(e), a statement such 
as "This application claims the benefit of U.S. Provisional Application No. 60/266,938 
filed February 7, 2001 ." should appear as the first sentence of the description. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. The scope of composition and method of use claims 
are not adequately enabled solely based on a condition caused by or contributed by 
bacterial infection provided in the specification. Claims 1 9 and 20 are the method of 
use of the compounds of the instant invention for use in the treatment or prevention of 
any and all diseases and/or disorders caused by or contributed by bacterial infection 
which is not remotely enabled. The scope of claims 19 and 20 include diseases and/or 
disorders not even known at this time, which may be associated with bacterial 
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infections. Additionally, instant claim language of claim 20 embraces disorders not only 
for treatment but for prevention which is not remotely enabled. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 9-17, 19 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. The following reason(s) apply: 

a) Claims 9-1 7 are vague and indefinite in that they do not end with a period 
indicating the end of the claims. 

b) Claims 1 9 and 20 are vague and indefinite in that it is not known what is 
meant by "a condition caused by" or "a condition contributed to by" in the method 
of use of the compounds. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 21-24 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 -8 are allowed. None of the prior art or a search in the pertinent art area 
teaches the compounds of the instant invention.
